those of Magalies and Sandton clubs from the Magaliesberg and ZS6OTL from 
Steenkampsberg, and for ZS6OTL a first time, very well done! 


Was there really only one competitor in the single operator, FM only category? 
This category was especially instituted for amateurs who only have handheld 
or mobile sets and do not have more sophisticated equipment. This category 
should possibly attract the most competitors. 


The competition offers all a posibility to experience something special. It is 
always great fun and for club participation it is a wonderful opportunity to 
display team spirit. Magalies club will for example probably never forget the 
Saturday night when they were caught in a terrible wind and rain storm when 
supper had to be abandoned and every one, non-operators included, had to cling 
for life and death to a tent pole or canvas for about an hour to prevent the tents 
from being blown away and equipment damaged. 


Clubs and individuals are invited to participate later this year in the second leg 
of the competirion as preparation and a test run for serious competition next 
year. 


LOGBOOK OF THE WORLD DXCC CREDITS SYSTEM RENEWING 
DXCC ENTHUSIASM 


The ARRL Newsletter is credited for this news item. 


The DXCC credits component of ARRL’s Logbook of the World (LoTW) http: 
//www.arrl.org/lotw secure contact database got off to an enthusiastic and busy 
start Thursday, May 6-a day later than planned. 


ARRL Membership Services Manager Wayne Mills, N7NG, says the much- 
anticipated LoTW DXCC component not only is making it easier for members 
to apply QSO credits to their DXCC records, it seems to be renewing overall 
interest in the DXCC program. 


“Several hundred users had linked their Logbook accounts to their DXCC ac- 
counts in the first 24 hours the DXCC component was on-line,” Mills said. “I’m 
thrilled to see people getting interested in DXCC again.” 


An ARRL member from Missouri earned the distinction of becoming the first to 
qualify for an initial DXCC certificate using only LoTW “virtual QSL” records. 
Another amateur-ARRL Midwest Division Vice Director Bruce Frahm, KOBJ— 
used LoTW credits to update his DXCC record and now has qualified for the 
DXCC Challenge. 


The Logbook of the World database has grown to be a repository of some 42 
million individual contact records submitted by users in the US and abroad. 
When both QSO participants submit matching contact records to LoTW, the 
result is a “virtual QSL” now good for DXCC credit. Mills says more than 2,5 
million QSO matches already exist in the system.

PROPAGATION CONDITIONS 


Kobus, ZS6KOB, reports that propagation conditions weakened during the last 
few days. The sunspot number was only 31,5 on Friday as against 35,0 last 
week. It started declining since 24 April and it may decline even further. The 
expectation is however that it will rise later in the week to the so called 27 day 
high - around next week end. 


Conditions were reasonably good on the 7th May due to inflow of coronal mass 
from the sun to the earth. Average conditions are expected from 8 till 11 May. 
It is expected that North-South conditions should be good. In spite of the very 
low sunspot number conditions on Friday at 17:00 were very good to the East 
and also between Cape Town and the North. Do not under estimate the low 
sunspot numbers!
